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THE HORSE FLY MINE. 

To XHB Editob :— Through your' oolnnnDB 
permit) ait) to reply to " Cariboo Minoi'n" 
letter ia Timtm' iaaue of tbe'Slati of March. 
We 'Will not enter into any diuounston as to 
his retnacka bffeoting tho virtue or wigdoni 
of the abarta,'the provctbiul wisdom and in 
tefjrity ot the British courts will not be 
nffeoted by auch vaporinga. We deem it 
' bat tight and juat to iDfornn through thia 
ohsnnt^l a large number of the atook holders 
. of the HorBtfly Qold Mining Co. , who reside 
, ia^B.' C, of 'the facta in regard to the Harper 
' leaaehoid and the true poaltion of the jamp- 
era who have oauaed the ootnpaDy muob 
troable aod forcibly taken poaaeaaion regard 
leas of laffi of a portion of tbla leaaehold 
property, toola, eta. In the first place, in 
1878 goldwu fonnd in paying quantities 
in a bar on the Horeefiy river, Che Water 
Witch Co , ootnpoaed of five minera, 
stakod oifcUima and proceeded to. work.thc) 
8nme by rocker, there being no water avail- 
able for mining purposes without a great 
outlay of capital to bring it on the ground. 
Within a few days after this discovery T. 
Harper and R. T. Ward went into tho 
"New Eldorado" and purchased two and 
three quarter interests in those olaitns, pay-' 
ing therefor SSiSOO oash. That season many 
minera located claims covering hundreds of 
acres of ground, prospected, put ahafta 
down to bedrock, ran tunnola, etcetera, 
in all of which gM was fjund, but there 
being no wa'er uv tilable, except as above 
slated, ubandoued -heir olaima or sold them 
after anoiher acufin'a labor. lu 187S the 
Water W"-oh (Jompany dammed tho 
river, put in wheels and pumps 
and expended JO 000, only to be washed 
out with the ex racrdinary freshets the 
atream is Bi' bj. ct 10 ; they took out $-1,500 
for the aeafou. lu 1879 tho company again 
pat in wing dame, wheels and pumps, and 
darlDf; tho aeaaon when the water was at 
anob a stage &a to pori>-<t them, they mined 
the ground, taking ont $7,500 at an ezpeneo 
ofovef $10,000; again I I the spring their 
dama were washed ont, rie ground ooonpied 
by at least one bnndri d free minera had 
mostly been abandoned^ they finding it im- 
possibln to work it at a profit. 

In 18S0 little work was done and Harper 
BtlU having faith in the Horsefly acquired 
by parohase all the remaining interests of 
the Water Witch company, and also all the 
other oluima atill occupied by miners except 
the Chinese companies. No claims were 
Worked sacceBsfutly in this vicinity except 
the Chinese claim whioh Harper afterwards 
purobasod in 1887, and it became a part of 
this leasehold. 

Harper, realizing from the work done 
that gold in paying quantities was exten 
aivoly distributed not only in tho bed of tho 
Herat Sy river at this point but in the flats 
ancl benches ou each side, and believing it 
possible to work the same to advantage if 
handled by improved michioery on an ex- 
tensive scale, which wou d cost a large 
anioant of money, decided to take the ribk 
if tho goveranient would give him a lease 
for tiventy years to a tract of land of 300 
aores, auffiolently large to enable him to 
prospect for the ohannel, whioh at that time 
w^B uncertain and not located, The ohannel 
Was nob expected to run under the whole 
360 acres, but was thought to cross it at a 
place whiob was undetermined, Tho execu- 
tive voancilf' after considering tho applica- 
tion and tbe' recommendation of the gold 
oommiaaioDer, passed an order inatruoting 
the goid ooininiaBioner to make tba lease as 
recommended* Tiie gold commisaloner made 
it^forl'Uen years with the covenant for 
renewal of the same lease for ten years 
more fiom Oct. 23, 189-1, f ubjeot to the con- 
dltiona oontsined in the lease. Harper im- 
mediately oommeDced oonatraotiog a road 
from the 150- Mile Honae— the nearest point 
of oivillzition on tbe wagon road 40 miles 
distant from the mine — over a rough, moun- 
tainons, timber and swampy country, ao as 
to get in such machinery aa would bo re- 

?uired to prepare the ground for mining, A 
arty horse power engine and boiler, steam 
pumps, saw mill and several thousand dol- 
lars' worth of tools, to fully equip auch a 
mine, wore sent in as sopn as the road was 
passable for teams, and an average of fifty 
or more men were kept at work on the pro 
perty till the fall of 1888. Thia work cost 
Harper over S-40,000 without any returns. 
At this time the well known business di£S- 
cnltios in which Harper became involved as 
tho result of a serious injury to hia person. 
Caused bis vast estate to go into the hands of 
tho court's receivers. 

During 1889 the receivers worked this 
property and could not make it pay ; they 
then snb-leased to Vieth & Borland, who did 
cQnsIderable work bat ooald not make it 
pay, noverthelesa their raanlta only proved 
to my mind that Harper waa right and that 
the mine waa a good one aa a hydraulic 
proposition. That fall tho leaaehold on the 
Horaefly was sold by ordor of tbe court to 
tho highest bidder. I having been one of 
tho original lomtora of tho ground and being 
familiar with the experiments previously 
tried, believed in tho proposition and put in 
a tender at iha reci'ivore' sale, whioh proved 
to be the hiRhcBt and consequently got the 
properly. In 1890 I waa prevented from 
workiDR the claim by an injunction of the 
Supremo court, during tho whole seuaoD, but 
kept my men getting out timber, etc., 
for use on the mine at an expense of $2.5U0, 
and until the injunction waa dissolved by 
diamisaal of the action under whioh it had 
been obtained. 

A deed to tho leasehold was made to me 
in 1891 approved by an order of the Chief 
Juatloo, und during that yeur tho mine was 
fully Worked with a largo force of men 
throughout tho season at an expense of over 
?11,000, with a small return. In tho spring 
of 1892 I iiommeDoed mining with a full 
force of men and worked them throngfaont 
the season as well as put in a new steam 
pump and additional machinery; I also found 
that tbe crouud could not be mined profit- 
ably by drifting and sluicing ; but could bo 
profitably by dranliced by using tbe improved 
hydraalio gravel elevator. After having 
examined eeveral minea with ground aiml- 
lariy aitaatod to ours, working BueeaaBfally 
by meana of this process, and handling 
gravel and water and piping the same lo un 
elevation of ninety feet— all tnrned Into the 
sluicos at that elevation, at an expense of 
three cents por cubic yard for the gravel, 
whoro Water waa plentiful and at a auiEclenb 
elevation uudor Euch oonditions as we had 
at Horetfly — I immediately surveyed and 
commenced tho excavation of a ditch to 
carry 2,000 inches of' water from Moflitt 
creek, a diatanco of eight miloe, and did 
much work on tho eame, tho soaaon's outloy 
being over §8.000 and no roturns. 

During the foaeon of 1891 wo got some 
good pay in tho bed of the river that caused 
Some oxcitomont throughout tho country 
and tho attcntinn of mining mon waa drawn 
towards Horeifly. Among others inter- 
ested was John tjpaulding, a well known 
mining man of California, who wont into 
Horsefly and remained on this ground pros- 
pecting for aevoral days. When he left he 
Was so favorably impressed with the value 
of the country for hydraulic mining that ho 
reported his views to certain officials of the 
C F.R , who immediately sent to California 
for a mining export, and wero fortunate in 
securing the aorviaos of J, B, Hobson, who 
in 1892 visited tho Horsefly in tbe interest 
of the gentlemen hereinbefore mentioned, 
immediately located them and oomroenoed 
■at ooae the naaal coarse panned by wealthy 
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corporations— to acquire all of tho interest 
to them in sight. Immediately upon their 
disooveriog'the value of the ground and the 
necessity for a large amount of water to 
hydraulic the aame, and tho only available 
watef waacoVered by the . Harper lease, 
they commenced stepa In March, 1893, be- 
fore the Oold Commiaaioner in . Cariboo, 
without due notice kuMt to limit nay water 
rigiic under the lease from Moffitt Oreek. 
They were successful in having the Gold 
CommisEloner make an order purporting to 
limit my water right to one hundred 
inches, an amount perfectly uiolcss 
for the purpose of hydraulioing thia 
leaaehold, which order quite oiTeoluallv 
tied up the property and cuiiipollod a stop- 
page of ditch work and mining till tho ordor 
of tho Gold Commissioner could bo eot 
aside. 

An action to do this was at once com- 
menced in the Supreme court by me; the 
Gold Commiaaioner upon application roaliz ng 
the impossibility of working the ground to 
advantage without a large quantity of 
water, and the uaeleesuoBs of excavating a 
ditch and Uying a pipe line at a co3t of 
$25,000 until the water right was deter 
mined, granted a " lay over " and leave of 
absence for the leasehold until the case 
could be properly tried, or till September 1, 
189-1 The various stages of the action were 
hotly contested, and on the 27th of Septem- 
ber last a satisfactory compromiso settle- 
ment of the water question between the 
parties was made by a division of tho water 
rights held by each company. During all 
this time, 1893 and 1894, I hftd workmen on 
the premises who were in posaession of tho 
property, and the expenditures on the mine 
and in connection therewith, while leave of 
abaonce was granted by the Gold Commis- 
sioner, was over $6,000 with no retiiroa. In 
Janaary, 1894, being anxious to proceed 
with the development of my mine, and 
seeing little prospects of having tbe water 
question early determined, I applied to the 
Gold Commiaaioner for a grant of water 
Bufliciont to enable me to hydranlio n y 
claim, I paid tho statutory fee of §25, atd 
Bsked for the grant cubjeot to exiatiL^' 
rights, so that there could be no poEsiblu 
legal objection to the grant being nude, and 
that grant still remains to be deiermiced. 

In August 1892 the Gold Commissioner 
granted 2 000 inches of water from thia same 
stream to tbe other company, and in the 
same order attempted to limit my water 
right, which I held under lease from the 
crown (to the whole oreek if necessary) to 
100 inches, to work 360 acres, at the very 
time I was excavating a ditch to carry 2.000 
InoheB. In 189-i, seeing that it was impos- 
sible for me alone to overcome tho many ob- 
stacles placed in tho way of developing the 
property, I sold the leasehold right to the 
Horaefly Oold Mining Co. (an incorporation 
composed of mining men for mining pur- 
poses), after first getting the written con- 
sent of the Gold Commissioner to assign tho 
aame, the company having been duly organ- 
ized and registered with the registrar of 
joint stock companiea in Victoria, and having 
prior to tbe transfer procured for itself a 
free miner's certificate according to the 
placer mining act. Deeds of transfer were 
properly recorded in Cariboo and the com- 
pany's representative pot In possession of 
the properly. 

Application for a renewal of the' lease, 
according to the covenant therein contained, 
was made to the government some time be- 
fore the first ten years of the leaae would 
expire ; but about the 23rd of October a 
petition was received by them purporting to 
be signed by a number of people, and it was 
claimed that some were freo minors, pro- 
testing agalnat the renewal and useigning as 
a cause that tho ground could not bo 
hydranlicod ; that it waa available to bo 
worked by free miners, that tho lease had 
been abandoned for nearly two years, and 
that the present owner only wanted a 
renewal to enable him to sell out to a foreign 
corporai;ion composed of innoconb mining 
operators, who knew nothlne of the char- 
acter of the ground. Upon investigation it 
was found that tho petitioners wero o few 
irresponsiblo men and such Bympathiaors us 
they found umong the foreign element who 
wore employed us laborers on tho ditch nf 
tho Horailly Hydruulic Mining Co. (not a 
settler or bueinoBS man in the country hav- 
ing attached his name), who had during the 
summer and while the claim was loid 0"Br 
by the goldl commiaaioner taken forcible 
possession of the works, tools, rockers, 
etc., beloogiog to the leaaehold pre perty, 
and were working oa the banks of the river, 
and taking out aome gold against the pro- 
tests of tbe company's agent, who waa in 
poasession, and who notified them 
in writing to Vacate the premiaes, 
being physically enable to onat 
an armed force of anch oharaoters. Inatead 
of vacating they sacoaeded in getting the 
recorder, who is ahon^ sixty miles from tho 
scene of oporaticns -u record olaims they 
had staked, ho not kuowiug they wero on 
leasehold ground. Application waa imme- 
diately made to tho gold commissioner to 
ordor thorn to vacate tho leasehold and In 
notified them that if thuy located on tho 
leasehold i>ny rlghte thoy might ac<|iiire 
would bo Bulijoct to the Iouho then existiDg, 
and wrote mo that it was tho duty of tho 
recorder to record all oluims bunded into hla 
ofTioo, oithor on ocoupUd ground or other- 
wise. Tho government, desiring LimB to 
investigate, extended the Inuao by various 
orders in council till May 21, 1895, in the 
mountlmo referring tho muitur to a 
juatloo of the Supremo court for hia 
consideration and report. 

After many deluya the cwo cumo up for 
hearing January 11, whin tostimonjj was 
taken to show that the terms of the'loaao 
had been complied ' with. Up to tho time 
tho aaaignment waa made to mo tbcro had 
been expended under tho louse nearly ?10,- 
000, and since that time tho evidence showed 
an expenditure of over $29,000. The hear- 
ing waa then poatponod at the reqaett of tho 
attorneys for tho petitioners and also for the 
Crown till February 11, to give them time 
to prodnce witnesseB from Coriboo. On 
Februory H'sU tho parties appeared, repre- 
sented by couobbI, before Justioe Drake 
and five witnesses that the government bad 
brought from Horsefly at considerable ex- 
pense. MesBrs. Eborts & Taylor, attorneys 
for the other aide, had only one witnoas aworn 
after all this delay, and did not put the others

TSB SB AT OF WAR. 

Ciptain F. E. Younghuaband on tho 12bh 
ol March laat read at tho fifth ordinary gen 
eral meeting of the Boyal Colonial lasticuto 
a very interesting paper " On the Kashmir 
Frontier." Captain Yoanghuaband has 
earned the repatation of being a very!oonrag< 
eons and a most intelligent traveller. Hepro' 
bably knows more about Northern India and 
the regions adjacent than any living Engllah 
man, The parts of Inditi through which he 
baa travelled, were, until lately, but little 
known in Europe. The mountain region did 
nob tempt the trayaller. To explore it ia a 
work of vary great dlffionlty and the raoea 
by whloh it ia inhabited have had very little 
intercourse with civilized men. 

Yon mnat all of yon, the leotnrer aaid, be 
aware that onr Indian Empire is Jiedged in 
on the north by a gigantio range of moun- 
tains — the Himalayas and the Hmdu Kuah 
At the foot of these are the great plains of 
the Ponjab, and up to thirty years ago our 
Influenoe extended very little beyond these 
plains. On their immediate borders we had 
a few atationa In the hills, and a political 
officer used to visit Kashmir for the summer 
months every year, but beyond the actual 
valley we interfered bub little, and in tho 
remote atatea of Chitral, Hunza and Gilgit 
not at all. We had no object in extending 
our iciluence, and conscquencly our respon- 
aibiliciea, to these distant inaccessible re- 
gions, and, therefore, we did not do so. 

Bub the time came when Great Britain felt 
it neooaaary to pay aoms attention to the 
northern frontier of India, The Russians 
were approaching the northern aide of the 
Himalayas steadily If not rapidly. They 
were acquiring territory, building railroads 
and making highways to very nearly India's 
northern boundary. Somo littlo time ago 
movements that were considered to bo threat- 
ening were made in the region of the Pamirs, 
and it was thonght well to find out some- 
thing more of the monntainons region and 
the men that inhabit it than was then known. 
So the Government of India nnobtrnsively 
bob perseveringly took measures to extend 
its influence northwards. This does nob 
appear to have been very diifioult. The 
Maharajah of Kashmir was amenable to 
British inflaecoe, and thrpngh him tho 
Britlah soon oame to exercise control over 
the whole region. They did not interfere to 
any great extent In local matters, but the 
relations of tho Maharajih with neighboring 
states were regulated by the Government of 
India. Some of the tribes did not aubrait 
very willingly to the now authority, but a 
way was fonnd to bring them under subjeo- 
tion, Chitral, which ia now the seat of the 
littlo war, is nominally at any rate under 
tho auzorainty of tho Maharajah, A politi- 
cal agent, Dr. Robortaon, was sent there, 
and with him a small force. 

Captain Younghuaband describes tho peo- 
ple of thia remote region and the work 
which the British had to do in lb. So so- 
olnded were these mountain people that 
they did nob know the use of money. Tho 
men hated work and it was found hard to 
convince them that it was worth their while 
to exert themaolvoa for the sake of getting a 
few pieoes of white metal, which, aa far as 
they knew, coald be nsed only as ornaments. 
As the British had to oonstrucb roads and to 
build bridges in this v/ild country they 
found ill nccoaaary to teaoh these people that 
money was good for something elae than to 
adorn their persona. 

(Che aversion of the natives to wbrk is 
thus desoribed by the lecturer : 

When I Qrstoame through theao countries 
live years ago the people fought agiinat 
doing any work whatever. There was auch 
dilTiaulty in getting lliem to c^rry loiida, 
oven thougli they wore paid well for doing 
Bo, that It Boomed to mo v.'o never would 
bo able to got them to regard us aa anything 
olao thin tyranta forcing them to do what 
they disliked more than anything oleo — 
work. Bub tho groat aohemoa for tiio con- 
struction of roada and irrigation chuniiola 
and tlio OBtabliahmont of hospitals and diu- 
penaarles which Colonel Duraud initiatoil 
are gradually revolutionizing tliia fonliiig 
towards ua. Wo do aeem to oomo hard on 
tho people of a now country at firat. Wo 
came rather bard on Kaahmir and on thoao 



midst must, of course, be at first a strain 
on people who have hitherto lived indolent 
Uvea; bub the worab oomes ab the com- 
mencement, and I hope in this furthest 
limit onr empire la likely to attain to In the 
Kashmir dIreotloD, an era of progress for the 
people ia alowly oomlng'into oelng. 

It may readily be supposed that these 
ignorant mountaineers are not very well 
skilled In tho art of war, and that no matter 
how brave they may be, thoy aro not a 
match for well trained and well oiEcered 
soldiera ! yThe : Maharajah's troppa ,wero u 
ahorfa time ago In a very tiad condition, ba- 
ing " badly fed, badly equipped and badly 
paid." But under an effnotivo admlniatra- 
tloD and better inatruotion they have been 
greatly improved. It does not appear that 
there are any of these soldiers in General 
Law's little army. 

It oan be eaally seen that carrying on a 
war in such a country as thIa is no ohild's 
play, 'even if the enemy in posaoasion of tho 
strongholds is inferior in numbers and dia- 
olpline. 

HYPNOTIO SUGOESTION. 

There must bo something in the atmos- 
phere of Kanaaa favorable to ultra radical- 
Ism. In politics advanced views are eagerly 
accepted by Its inhabitants, and attempts 
have hoeu made to carry them out. Finan- 
cial doctrines are popular there which are 
but coldly received everywhere oloo. We do 
nob know anything about tho religious opln- 
iona of the people of the statSt bub we would 
bo surprised bo learn thab the donnmlna. 
tiona generally regarded aa orthodox 
flourlah among them. Considering tho 
reccptivenosa of the citizens of Kanaaa the 
newa that ono of tho courta of the atato do- 
cided thab evidence in favor of hypnotio 
suggeation In the commiiaion of orlme oan 
be received and that a oonvlotion waa ob- 
tained on auch evidence ia nob anrprising. 
The o^ae was a very aeriona one, Thomaa 
McDonald waa arraigned for killing Thomaa 
Patton. Tho murdor was wholly unpro- 
voked, MoDonald'a defence was thab he 
was not reaponsiblo, for ho committed the 
crime while noder hypnotio icfluance. Tho 
bypnotiserwaa Anderson Gray. The particu- 
lara of the evidence in support of this plea 
are not given in the telegram before us, but 
the jury were satisfied that McDonald did 
nob know what he waa doing when he killed 
I'aiiton, thab he was nothing more than a 
passive batrument in the hands of Gray, and 
they therefore acquitted him. 

Anderson Gray, the alleged hypnotist, 
waa then, arrested, tried and found guilty of 
murder in the first degree, although he was 
not present when the crime was committed. 
The evidence for the State, It ia said, proved 
thab the murder was oommitted through 
hypnotio influences exerolied on MoDonald 
by Anderson Gray. The most aurpriaing 
p<irt of the story ia that an appeal waa taken 
to tho "Supremo Court," which sustained 
tho verdict of the lower court. 

This, we believe, is the first case in which 
bypnotlam haa been recognized by courts of 
law. Xhere oan be no doubt thab there 
will soon be other oaaea. Nothing la easier 
than for a criminal caught red-handed to 
declare that he is noconsoious of having 
done anything wrong and to charge eomo- 
one with whom he ia intimately aaaoclated 
with being responsible for tho crime. lb is 
nob hard bo imagine how difficult it might 
be for the person thus aoonaed to prove hia 
innocence. The woya of the hypnotiat are 
various. It ia said that ho can enalavo a 
BUBCoptiblo aubject who has been brought 
noder hia iLlluonce by a word or a look, and 
then the hypnotist can make any suggestion 
ho pleaaea without the aubjeob being con. 
scioua of acting under any other influence 
than that of his own mind. When once 
evidence of hypnotic inflaence ia admitted 
into tho courts of law a now avenue is opened 
for the escape of the guilty and the door la 
opened wide for false accusations without 
number. 



TBB CHOLERA. 
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There ia a well-grcunded fear that tho 
cholera will, when the anmmer oomea, break 
out again in Europe and perhapa cross the 
Atlantio, It has during the winter been 
lingering in Russia, Uallcla and Turkey. 
Thoro hnvo been, too, during the winter, 
caaea in Ooririany, Holland and Belgium : 

At laat aocounta, saya the Now York 
Times, there was cholera In thirly one gov- 
ornnieuia or provinces cf Ruaaia. Wo eoloot 
the following from the list, with dates which 
abotv bow the disease and the germs of it 
have defied the low temperature of the past 
aeaaon :

The record in Ruesia for tho last two 
yoara tends to support the theory wliioh wo 
advanced some months ago tliat in that 
country this diaeuae in»y havo found a now 
home. 

In various parts of Turkey — both in Aala 
ond in Europe — cholera haa pievailed for 
aevoral niontha past. In Adalia, from Di<o 
11 to Feb. 18, there were 230 cases and 127 
deaths. During the second and third weeks 
of January, 48 caaea and 31 deaths woro re- 
ported In Siverek, From Jan. 9 to Feb. 10, 
chore were 181 cases and 91 deabha in Con- 
stantinople, Tho first case in thab city 
occurred in September, and the Sanitary 
CommiesloDor of our Qovernmenb reports 
that tho conaiderablo number of cases re- 
cently occurring there "are scattered all 
around the city, among olvillans as well aa 
among tho troops, among the poor aa well as 
among the rich, Constantinople is in a 
deplorable condition. In the throe months 
ending on Feb. 12, thero were reported to 
tho authorities 421 deaths from smallpox. 

The cases In Western Europe were early 
in the winter. The cold weather evidently 
provontod its spread, if it did not lilll lb 
altogothor. If ic la only dormant in thoae 
couutrioa it will bo euro to uhow itself again 
aa soon as tho weather geta warm. It has. 



the oonditlona are favorable to its spread it 
may find ita way across the Atlantio. lb be- 
hovea the Governments of the United Statea 
and the Dominion of Canada to bo vigilant, 
for it is much easier to koep tho cholera out 
of the country than to drive it oub after it 
once geta a foothold.

At ninq o'olook yesterday morning tho 
Northern Paolfio steamship Sikh, Captain 
Rowley, tied up at the ocean dock, thirteen 
diys out from Japan. She left Yokohama 
jusb one day behind the Empress of Japan 
and experienced good weather until two 
days ont from Viotoria. Tho Sikh was in 
Mojl at the. time of JUl Hung Chatig's shoot- 
ing and her officers witnesaed the diatin- 
guiahod diplomat's arrival there. In paaaing 
through the inland sea the Sikh passed a 
large Chineso ironclad in.- tow of a small 
Japanese troopship, the former having been 
captured at Wei-Hal Wei. The Sikh brings 
a heavy cargo, of about 3,000 tons, of whioh 
nearly one-third, ta already mentioned, is 
for Victoria and San Francisco. There were 
180 A»ikilo passengers, of whom 53 Chinese 
and 80 Japanese dlaembarked here. As 
adkloon passengers the Sikh brought Captain 
Morris and Messrs. Mehl, Johnson and Col- 
lier. Tho first named was master of the 
British ateamor Bristol, 4,000 tons, which 
wuB sold to tho Japaneao government 
about) a month ugo for a transport. 
Mr. Mehl la a touriat, while tho 
other gentlemen in the aaloon are 
Chineso miadonaries returning homo. 
The officers of the Sikh have no lato war 
news. Thoy aay tho Japaneao continue to 
return homo from tho Chineso frontier, com- 
pelled to do BO by cold and exposure. Con- 
oorning the Sikh ceaaing to run 
for the N. P. company, her offi- 
cers have little to say. She oan only 
be replaced by a vessel from the Atlantic 
side, as the Japs have purchased or have em- 
ployed as troopships every suitable vessel 
that oan be secured. They had heard that 
the AtlSntIo liner Arizona was being refitted 
for the Northern Paoifio Oriental trade, but 
could not vouch for tho report. Tho Sikh 
passed a large number of sealeia a short dis- 
tance out fr'om Yokohama, but did notspeak 
any of them,

Soon after wo 
were notified by the j^ovornment that tho 
court's deoislon was in oar favor and the 
lease won'd bo renewed ; but at protcnt 
writing wo bavo not received our renewal to 
enable us to go on with our operutiona for 
which we bavo tho capital ready. 

We have had a few men on tho ground 
who have been there all the fall and winter 
at a conaiderable ezpenae, and are anxioua 
to get to work on our ditoh and pipe line 
We are charitable enough to hope, that the 
five months conaumed in investigating thia 
matter is partly due to the - ohange in the 
ministry and the conatquont time necoaaary 
to grasp the reins of quvornment, and pre- 
sume the government will act in duo time so 
that we will not lose another soaaon's 
work. Wo have put in a permanent 
wing dam at a coat of $15,000, and 
with each repairs aa are made neoeaaary by 
the actions of the jumpers who destroyed a 
part of the dam, it is barely poaaible that 
one or two acres of ground may be uncov- 
ered as a result of our labor, so that it may 
pay wages by ordinary washlnf;. 

Cariboo Minor," says tho Horaefly Gold 
Mining Co. " did not take out a free 
miner's lioenao," which ia a mistake, as the 
company procured a lioenao before purchas- 
ing the property, and it ia still in existence 
unexpired, while the former owner has 
always been possessed of a free miner's 
lioenae linoe holding the property.

now some of the very parties who sold out 
and got their money for portions of thia 
property are among tho petitioners who 
want it back with all the improvements. 

Whenever thia property baa not been 
worked there waa good ouuae shown to tho 
gold commiaaloner, who laid the claim over, 
and no agent of the leasee over dlapoaed of 
tools or machinery connected with the prop- 
erty, or told any miners that the ground 
had been abandoned. Thia statement waa 
manufactured out of whole cloth. Any 
labor done on tho properly by the jumpora 
was done without regard to the written pro- 
test of tho leaaee and tho notice from the 
gold commlaaioner, and alao after an injunc- 
tion issued out of tho Supreme court, where 
a suit for trospaas had been inatitnted im- 
mediately, thoy refused to vaoate the lease- 
hold after proper notice.

*' Iniarad " ao ealled " minera." Xhe Plaeer 
Mining net anthorizea tha.^Gkld.Gommia-' 
aloner to grant to a'oompanyi ten oiUeajtf a 
atream for mining pnrppaea, when we.aa the 
disooverera only have half a'-ihile o'n the 
Horsefly, and we do not expeot the channel 
to underlie half of that, it should be borne 
in mind that the Horsefly Gold Mining Co. 
ia not asking for a new leaae, but asking for 
a compllaoce with the covenant in the old 
lease for a renewal of it. In the trial before 
Justice Dake tho orown waa ropreaented by 
Mr. Smith ; tho potitionera or iampora were 
ably reprceented by Mesars. Eberta & Tay- 
lor, and the Horsefly Gold Mining Co. by 
Mr. Lindley Crease.

A (QUESTION OF FACT. 

To TUB Editor : —Thoao who are in tho 
habit of looking at the roay side of life as ia 
Mr. William Wilaon, will bo sorry to hear 
that by latest reports just received from the 
United Statea at the office of the Tioaes, on 
Broad street, the bnsineaa intereata of Can> 
ada are in a bad way generally, hut that 
there are acme green hilla far away, to-wit, 
the Amerloaa republic to tho south of ua, 
where ah "unexampled proeperity has been 
lately enjoyed, so great a prosperity, in fact, 
that when a comparison ia made with thia 
Dominion, the Americana h'aveever SO much 
tho beat of it. From these reporte it ap- 
pears that in tiia past eighteen months, while 
a atorm of financial panic and disaster 
swept over the whole world, of 
all the great nations of tho earth, 
the United States was the only one which 
stood tho shook, and, liko the giant oak, but 
bent ita branches to the wind, and came out 
Bcatholess, while poor Canada with her 
acanty, needy lava millions of people and that 
awful bug-bear, a protective policy, was well 
nieh driven to the wall. And it further 
appears that the reports which from time to 
time havo reached thia Dominion from the 
United States, ot each an alarming character, 
were not only exaggerated but wholly false ; 
and that inatead of the United Statea hav- 
ing been greatly disturbed with ftuaiicUl 
troubles and beset with difBcultiea which 
paralyzed her industries and impoverished 
her treasury, everythint; has been lovely 
over on the other side and plain sailing in 
smooth water. 

Somehow or other well informed men have 
been led to believe that, within the paat 
eighteen months, there was a mild sort of a 
financial panio in the United States; that in

ingmen were thrown out of employment and 
marched through the land shouting for 
bread; that several great tranacontlnental 
railways, and a great many more smaller 
reada, went into the bauda of ro- 
ceivera; that fnrm produce and coreala 
became a drug upon the market becauie tho 
people bad not the money wherewith to buy 
tooa to eat ; that the farmera could not sell 
their grain because wheat brought less than 
the cost of production ; that the public 
revenues 'ell away to such an extent that 
there was an alarming deficit in the United 
Statea treasury, necessitating the floating of 
loan after loan to keep op the credit of the 
country ; and that, on top of all this and a 
good deal more, there came over the country 
a wave of induatrial disorder and dispute, 
which cost the government and the people^ 
millions upon millions of money, and a 
number of Uvea, before a somblanco of order 
took the place of ohaos. How auoh reports 
as this gained currency and were believed 
by sensible people la a myatery, or more cor. 
rectly speaking, aeema a myatery in view of 
thia latest annouDoement of the new prophet. 

Surely Mr. Wilaon baa miataken bia voca- 
tion. He would make a great fortune in 
the United Statea If he would go over there 
and lecture to the people on the failaoies of 
their beliefs. He oould tell those Who lost 
their life savings in the shattered bLtnka 
tliat, after all, thoy did not loao their money 
— thoy only thouj^ht the y did ; he oould toll 
tho huugry workmen that, iif:er all, thoy 
were not hungry, but only thought they 
were ; ho oouid toll tho farmera that thoy 
wore not poor and impoverished, but only 
Imagined it. And ao on. Tnore ia acarcely 
a city in tho Jnitid Statea in which ho 
could not get great audioncca, and if what 
he says is true, and if the peoplo have 
been misled into bolioving that all aorta i.l 
dreadful things havo happened to them, 
when in fact none of them have occurred, 
Mr. Wilaon would become famed througli- 
out the land as a soothsayer and prophet, 
and achieve an honor and glory which in 
his own poor Canada is denied him.

Three large western cities — Chicago, 
Denver and Helena — have recently lost 
throo citizens to Now York, citizens 
whoso combined fortuuoa tiro estimated 
to bo qnito $100,000,00.0. Tho three 
men who have already bought jiroporty 
in this city are Charles T. Yorkes, tho 
Chicago ctiblo king; W. A. Clarke, tho 
silver miiio CrresuH of Montana, and D. 
n. Jloflat, tho owner of tho famous 
Creedo miiio of Colorado. 

Those three monoy,monarohs may be 
oxpoutcd to do something startling in 
tho building way. ' 'Mr.'.- Yerkes has al- 
ready sot tho pace for tho other rich cit- 
izens coining liiTo from tlio west. He 
has practically compliitnd his iflOO.OOO 
palaco on Fifth avenue, at the south- 
east corner of Sixty-eighth street. It 
has a frontal of iil feot on Fifth ave- 
nue iiiid 105 foct un Sixly-uighth street. 
In tho rear tliuniis ;ni aclditioii 100 foot 
long and 135 foot wide, in which will bo 
hung Mr. Yorkes' famous collection ol 
old mastors, valued at over $2,000,000. 
It is said that this will bo tho richest 
gallury in tills country. Tho mansion 
will bo live stories high, of ptiro classio.il 
design and built of very dark Amorioan 
browustoue. Tho carving on tho exterior 
will cost a good sized fortime. The stoop 
to the Yerkes mansion will be one solid 
block of brownstone that will cost ?20,- 
000. 

Another one of the now citizens of 
Now York, Mr. David H. Moffat, whoso 
fortune is variously estimated from $80, • 
000,000 to $50,000,000, has had a, va- 
ried career. 

When a boy, ho was a messenger in 
tho Now York Exchange bank, and ho 
now owns several banks in Colorado, 
mines, stocks and gold galore. Ho prac- 
tically owns all of tho Creedo mina Ho 
took hold of tho property which Croode 
discovorod and built a railroad to it 
He developed tho mines bo thoroughly 
that Creedo is one of tho largest ship- 
ping points in tlio United States. 

Ho left New York for Iowa a score or 
more years ago to take a plaoo as teller 
in a bank in Dos Moines. While there 
he attracted tho attention of a capitalist 
who wanted to start a bank in Omaha. 

Mr. MoSat was made the oashior of 
that bonk. He was in Omaha when the 
Pike's peak oxoitomeut began, and at 
[that time ho went to Colorado, Ho 
speculated in grocorios and other staples 
which were needed for shipment to the 
mines, and ho soon owned a bunk. 

W. A. Clarke, tho third monoy king 
from tho west who will settle down in 
New York to enjoy his millions, has 
purchased from School Commissioner 
Guggonhoimer tho northeast corner of 
Fifth avenue and Sovonty-sevonth 
'street, nine blocks away from Mr. 
Yerkes, for $325,000. Tho lot has a CO 
foot front on Fiftli avenue and runs 
back luO foot on Sovonth-sovonth street. 
Tho Fifth avenue frontage of Mr. 
Clarke's lot is 11 feet less than Mr. 
Yorkes', -but it is 36 feot longer on tho 
side street. 

Mr. Guggonhoimer bought it about a 
year ago for $180,000, so ho has mado 
$46, 000 by the transaction. It is Mr. 
Clarke's intention to build a mansion 
that will surpass any in Now York.
